(Article 33(2) PCT) and involve an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) because the skilled 
person trying to ascertain the teaching of D1 , where (Implicitly aqueous) dispersions of 
non-ionic blocked polyisocyanates obtained from the react'ion of a.polyisoc^ale-, a 
blocking agent and a nonnonio did having poly(ethylene and/or polypropylene ether)
